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A CURE FOR BAD CHECKS 
j. 
Th e judge of th e circuit court at Columbus 
h as announced th at in th e future th ose wh o come 
\ before h im for passing bad ch ecks on banks, will 
get a “day for each dollar.” 
T h at is exactly wh at is needed in Rush viile 
to offset th e tide of bad ch ecks th at goes th rough 
th e local banks every month . 
Justice h ere h as 
been too lenient on such matters, and as long as 
.h e persons wh o give bad ch ecks are permitted 
to “compromise” with justice by paying th e bill, 
th e practice will never be remedied 
Th e tendency in th e settlement of bad ch ecks 
in Rush viile is to place th e offender under arrest 
by bringing h im into a court, reading th e ch arge 
to h im. and th en making it known th at if h e will 
settle th e ch eck, and pay a few extra dollars for 
fees th at th e case will be settled. 
Th is is a poor way to compromise with a 
state law. 
It is an injustice to th e 
banking 
h ouses, and such acts will only cause th e banks 
to begin 
placing a service ch arge on h andling 
ch ecking accounts. 
Th e court at Columbus will 
add a day in jail to each one dollar on th e bad 
ch eck, and th is no doubt will, go a long way In 
making th e ch eck writer stop and th ink before 
making an effort to cash a ch eck with out funds. 


LAWS AFFECTING WORKING WOMEN. 
Th ere are only four states in th e 
United 
States at th e present time th at h ave no laws of 
any sort regulating th e h ours of work for women 
industrially employed according to a new bulle­ 
tin just issued by th e Women’s Bureau of th e 
United States Department of Labor. 
Th ese 
states are Alabama, Florida, Iowa and West Vir­ 
ginia. 
Indiana h as but one limitation of h ours 
—th e proh ibiting of women’s work at nigh t in 
manufacturing industries; 
and Georgia, North 
Carolina, and South Carolina limit th e h ours in 
textile mills. All th e oth er states with regula­ 
tory laws h ave definitely banned th e employ­ 
ment of women for more th an a certain number 
of h ours per day or week, or h ave put a penalty 
on- overtime in th e form of increased wages. 
< 
Th is new bulletin called “State Laws Affect­ 
ing Working Women,” is a revision of former 
studies wh ich were much in demand. 
It in­ 
cludes a classified index of all existing laws and 
ch arts of th eir principal provisions under such 
groups as minimum wage, length of th e working 
day and week, nigh t work, and h ome work. 
Only ten states h ave regulations providing 
for an 8 -h our day, and th e number of industries 
or occupations included in th e laws varies great­ 
ly. 
Th ese states are Arizona, California, Colo­ 
rado Kansas, Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
New York, Utah and Wash ington. 
Th A same 
limit is found in th e District of Columbia and 
Porto Rico. 
Of th is group California h as th e 
most inclusive legislation. 
Sixteen states and 


Porto Rico proh ibit nigh t work in some occupa­ 
tions, usually between 10 p. m. and 6 a. m. 
No state h as regulated each industry or oc­ 
cupation by th e passage of all types of h our laws 
found in th e United States as a wh ole. 
Some 
states th at regulate daily h ours fail to limit th e 
length of th e working week; or to provide one 
day’s rest in seven, lunch periods, or rest periods, 
or to proh ibit nigh t work. 
A few states, notably 
Massach usetts, 
New York and 
Pennsylvania, 
h ave all types of laws for th eir industries wh ich 
employ th e greatest number of women, by cov­ 
ering manufacturing establish ments. Th e states 
th at h ave industrial commissions seem to be es­ 
tablish ing regulations th at cover all th ese points 
more rapidly th an are th e ones th at depend on 
separate acts of th eir legislatures for each step.

A CfRE FOR BAD CHECKS 


•The judge of the circuit court at Columbus 


has annoUiu-cd that in the future those who come 
• before him for passing bad checks on banks, will 
get a "day lor each dollar." 
I 
Thct is exactly what is needed in Rushville 


to offset the tide of bad checks that goes through 
the local banks every month. 
Justice here has 


•vsen too lenient on such matters, and as long as 
.he person.* who give bad checks are permitted 
to "compromise" with justice by paying the bill, 
the practice will never be remedied 


The tendency in the settlement of bad checks 


in Rushviiio is to place the offender under arrest 
by bringing him into a court, reading the charge 
to him. and then making it known that if he will 
settle the check, and pay a few extra dollars for 
lees that the case will be settled. 


This, m a poor v.-ay to compromise with a 


state law. It is an -injustice to the banking 
houses, and such acts will only cause the banks 
to begin placing r. service charge on handling 
checking accounts. The court at Columbus will 
add a day in jail to each one dollar on the bad 
check, and this no doubt will, go a long way in 
making the check writer stop and think before 
making an effort to cash a check without funds. 


LAWS AFFECTING WORKING WOMEN. 
There L.YC only four states in the United 


States at the present time that have no laws of 
any sort regulating the hours of work for women 
industrially employed according to a new bulle- 
tin just issued by the Women's Bureau of the 
United States Department of Labor. 
These 


states are Alabama, Florida, Iowa and West Vir- 
ginia. 
Indiana has but one limitation of hours 


—the prohibiting of women's work at night in 
manuiactaiing industries; and Georgia, North 
Carolina, and South Carolina limit the hours in 
textile mills. All the other states with regula- 
tory laws have definitely banned the employ- 
ment oi' women for more than a certain number 
of hours per day ur week, or have put a penalty 
oil-overtime in the form of increased wages. 
. 
Thsi n«v.- bulletin railed "State Laws Affect- 


ing Working Women." is a revision of former 
studies which were much in demand. 
It in- 


cludes a classified index of all existing laws and 
charts oi ihcir principal provisions under such 
groups as minimum wage, length of the working 
day and week, night work, and home work. 


Only ten states have regulations providing 


for an 8-hour day, and the number of industries 
or occupations included in the laws varies great- 
ly. 
Tlies-j si a lea arc Arizona. California, Colo- 


rado Kansas. Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
New York, Utah and Washington. 
Th% same 


limit is found in the District of Columbia and 
Porto Rico. 
Of this group California has the 


most inclusive legislation. 
Sixteen states and 


Porto Rico prohibit night work in some occupa- 
tions, usually between 10 p. m. and 6 a. m. 


No state has regulated each industry or oc- 


cupation by the passage of all types of hour laws 
found in the United States as a whole. 
Some 


states that regulate daily hours fail to limit the 
length of the working week; or to provide one 
day's rest in seven, lunch periods, or rest periods, 
or to prohibit night work. A few states, notably 
Massachusetts, New York and Pennsylvania, 
have all types of laws for their industries which 
employ the greatest number of women, by cov- 
ering manufacturing establishments. The states 
that have industrial commissions seem to be es- 
tablishing regulations that cover all these points 
more rapidly than are the ones that depend on 
separate sets of their1 legislatures for each step.

The theory that a person who
